THE INTERNATIONAL SKA 
FESTIVAL Vill at London's Sir 
George Robey on _ February 
12th-14th promised one of the best 
line-ups since the first festival back 
in 1988, but ended up delivering 
very little. 

As usual, fans had travelled from all 
over Europe and beyond, as well as 
from other parts of the U.K., to see 
three nights of ska with ticket prices set 
at £8 per night. On the bill were top 
names like Laurel Aitken, The 
Selecter, The Deltones, The 
Hotknives and Judge Dread, but none 
of the above appeared at the Robey. 
Instead, fans were left guessing as to

At a gig on February 13th, at 
Blandford Corn Exchange in Dorset, 
larger than life frontman Buster 
Bloodvessel announced that it might 
well be the band's last ever live 
appearance.

And even’ 
then they were short-changed. 

Friday night saw mod band The 
Direction open the proceedings. A 
good band by all accounts, but not really 
what people had paid to see. Then The 
Forest Hillbillies made a welcome and 
solid return to the ska world and were 
followed by Big 5, another band formed 
by Nicky Welsh who was also due to 
appear with The Selecter and King 
Hammond. One review sent in 
described them as “a good group of 
musicians wasting their time". Maybe 
Big 5 will succeed in other fields, but it's 
unlikely they will top any skinhead 
charts, and top of the bill material they 
weren't. 

Saturday saw only The Cosmics 
from the advertised bill play, and they 
didn't open the show until ten at night - 
four hours after the doors had opened. 
Their brand of classic ska was 
guaranteed to get a packed Robey 
jumping and it did just that. That left 
Rico and a bumper band of nine others 
including Satchmo and Crispin from 
The Trojans to round of the evening 
with gems like Dr. Kildare, Oh Carolina 
and Jungle Music. Magical stuff it was, 
even if two and a quarter hour's worth 
was a little wearing, but at the end of the 
day, people had paid good money to see 
other bands who did not appear. 


On the Sunday things went from 
bad to worse. Too Hot came in at the 
last minute, but were shoved on at four 
in the afternoon, leaving just The Club 
and a hastily put together band with 
Pauline Black on vocals, to bring a 
poor weekend to its sorry end. And 
thern came mod. rejects, The 
Lambrettas. Back in '79, they only had 
one decent song and one okay song, 
and little has changed. They also have 
as much right to headline at a ska 
festival as Kylie Minogue. 

Festivals at the Robey have never 
been __ perfect. Despite the 
improvements, it's hardly the top venue 
you expect to find after travelling 
hundreds of miles for an international 
ska festival. A lot of people have given 
up travelling for that very reason. And 
offering ticket refunds is of little use to 
people who have paid hundreds of 
pounds just to get to London for the 
weekend. 

On this showing, the promoters 
couldn't organise a piss up in a 
brewery. They deliberately ripped off 
fans by selling tickets on the strength of 
bands they knew had pulled out. 

More than anyone else, ska's loyal 
fans deserve far better. This may well 
be the last of the festivals at the Robey, 
but if it isn't let's make sure the next one 
flops - by not turning up.

FANZINES are the life blood of any 
youth cult or music that doesn't get its 


fair share of coverage in the mainstream 


press. And for the skinhead cult they are 
the difference between knowing what's 
going on and not having a clue. 

There are probably more skinhead 
fanzines today than there has ever been. And 
lately we've had quite a few letters from 
people asking how to start their own skinzine 
so it looks like we'll have even more to 
choose from soon. 

Starting a fanzine is as easy as picking 
your nose. All you need is something to say, 
an old typewriter, some paper and a 
pocketful of money to spend at the nearest 
shop with a photocopier. 

What isn't so easy is doing a good 
fanzine, one that people will sell their dog for 
just to get hold of the latest issue. It doesn't 
often happen over night, but if you keep at it 
the chances are you'll make it one day. All 
you have to do is get one issue out and then 
try and make all future issues better than the 
last. Nobody can ask for more than that. 

The problem with a lot of today's 
fanzines is that they get stuck in a rut. Poorly 
copied photos that look like someone has 
taken a picture at night without a flash and 
boring interviews asking "How many gigs 
have you played?" or "Do you sell T-shirts?”. 

It's okay once, but if you read ten fanzines 
and all have more or less the same interview 
with Johnny & The Skinheads it gets a little 
boring. 

There might be more skinzines today, 
but not many live up to the standards set by 
Hard As Nails, Backs Against The Wall 
and Bovver Boot back in the mid-Eighties. 
Here's a few that arrived since the last issue 
that are doing the business though. 

Pick of the lot is Bronco Bullfrog 
(£1.50/$3/5DM/20FF/250pts from Mark 
Brown, Aptdo de Correos 1474, 07800 Ibiza, 
Spain). Mark used to do Skinhead Scene &

077 717-C, 1000 Berlin 44) carries on that 
countries tradition for producing top of the 
range ‘zines. Me, I can just look at the 
pictures, but German speakers will get the 
full benefit of articles on The Selecter, UK 
Subs and others. 

Under Siege ($2 from P.O. Box 
40577, Indpls, IN 46240. USA) does what a 
lot more skinzines should do. Get up 
people's noses! It says what it likes and then 
adds insult to injury with it's Everybody's 
Favourite Asshole column.. Thing is 
though, like all things in life, nobody is 
forcing you to buy it, but if you like a bit of 
controversy, then you'll love this 'zine. Issue 
two has good interviews with Anti-Heros, 
Agnostic Front and Close Shave.

STREETLINK IS DEAD (DRUNK) 
LONG LIVE DOJO AND CAPTAIN Ol! (HIC! 


When the Link compilation 
album, Oi! The Resurrection hit the 
streets in 1986, few people could 
have guessed that it was the 
beginning of probably the biggest 
genuine street label of all time. 
Seven years later, the label had an 
incredible 300 plus releases to its 
name, covering the entire spectrum 
of street music. 

Nobody was more surprised by 
Link's success than the label's founder, 
Mark Brennan, who up until then was 
best known as a member of Oi! greats, 
The Business, and as main sponsor to 
the British brewing industry. 

Just prior to the label's launch, 
Mark was working at one of London's 


more labels than a jam jar factory and 
he agreed to show Mark the ropes. 

Not that all went to plan. 
Everything that could have gone wrong 
with that first release did just that. "It 
was a fucking disaster", said Mark who 
managed to say a few words to 
Skinhead Times before the pubs 
opened. "The cut went wrong and I had 
to get all the records cut again, then the 
labels got stuck on the wrong sides. 
And then I left the cover artwork on a 
train so had to get it done again really 
quick. Anyway it went to the printers 
and was supposed to be printed black 
on a yellow background. About a week 
later the printer ‘phoned up and said, 
‘Are you sure about the yellow on 


steamed in and bought the Secret and 
Syndicate labels, and then there were 
all the new bands to get out on vinyl 
too, be they Oi!, punk, ska, psychobilly, 
or whatever. The rest of course is 
history. 

Never in his wildest dreams did 
Mark think he would end up with 
bands like The Ruts and The Sex 
Pistols on Link, but the label also took 
a lot of pride in putting out material by 
new bands. It never sold as well as 
the established names, but what really 
mattered was that new blood was given 
a vinyl lease of life. 

The likes of Stiff Little Fingers’ 
Live And Loud sold enough to make it 
into the indie charts, but so did some of

Nobody was more surprised by 
Link's success than the label's founder, 
Mark Brennan, who up until then was 
best known as a member of Oi! greats, 
The Business, and as main sponsor to 
the British brewing industry. 

Just prior to the label's launch, 
Mark was working at one of London's 
top recording studios and was also 
manager of London band, The 
Untouchables, a band who later 
became Under The Gun and are now 
The Guitar Gangsters. 

All the promotion for the band was 
sent out free of charge by Mark via the 
studio's mail room and things were 
going great. At least until one of his 
packages got returned from Sweden on 
his day off. The studio boss found out 
what was going on, and Mark was out 
the door faster than a Ben Johnson 
drug-taking denial. 

With a lot more time on his hands, 
Mark decided to start his own record 
label, something he'd wanted to do for 
ages. A lot of new Oi! outfits were 
starting to come through at the time, 
bands like Section 5, Condemned 84 
and Skin Deep, and so he thought he'd 
put out an Oi! compilation 

Ile knew sweet F.A. about the 
record business, but The Business' 
manager, Lol Pryor, had worked with 


more labels than a jam jar factory and 
he agreed to show Mark the ropes. 

Not that all went to plan. 
Everything that could have gone wrong 
with that first release did just that. "It 
was a fucking disaster", said Mark who 
managed to say a few words to 
Skinhead Times before the pubs 
opened. "The cut went wrong and I had 
to get all the records cut again, then the 
labels got stuck on the wrong sides. 
And then I left the cover artwork on a 
train so had to get it done again really 
quick. Anyway it went to the printers 
and was supposed to be printed black 
on a yellow background. About a week 
later the printer ‘phoned up and said, 
‘Are you sure about the yellow on 
here?, and I said, 'Yeah, definitely 
yellow. Next thing I knew, 3,000 
covers arrived printed yellow on a 
white background. You had to hold it 
under a light to see anything!" 

One step forward for Link, one 
giant step back for the music industry, 
but life went on. The big break came 
with the release of Sham 69's Live And 
Loud, the label's second release despite 
the Link LP4 catalogue number (more 
problems with artwork). With its 
success, Mark asked Lol Pryor if he'd 
like to help run the label and the Fatty 
and Skinny Link double act was born. 

Home for Link Records at the time 
was Mark's flat in South London. "It 
was like Oi! The Headquarters. 
Everyone used to just tum up and stay, 
the 'phone was always going, and it was 
murder. Then I couldn't move for 
records and I'd have ended up sleeping 
on them if I'd got anymore." 

Link then got an office in Dartford 
and it all grew from there. They 


_ steamed in and bought the Secret and 


Syndicate labels, and then there were 
all the new bands to get out on vinyl 
too, be they Oi!, punk, ska, psychobilly, 
or whatever. The rest of course is 
history. 

Never in his wildest dreams did 
Mark think he would end up with 
bands like The Ruts and The Sex 
Pistols on Link, but the label also took 
a lot of pride in putting out material by 
new bands. It never sold as well as 
the established names, but what really 
mattered was that new blood was given 
a vinyl lease of life. 

The likes of Stiff Little Fingers' 
Live And Loud sold enough to make it 
into the indie charts, but so did some of 
the Oi! releases and they didn't even get 
a mention which just goes to show what 
a farce the charts are. 

One release that didn't do well was 
Hit And Run by Dutch Oi! band The 
Magnificent, but Mark still reckons it 
was one of Link's best ever releases. He 
saw them as the start of a new chapter 
for Oi!, but for whatever reason the 
punters didn't agree. "It was still 
aggressive and was still saying 
something, but they were taking it a 
step further from the stereotype Oi! 
sound". Other favourite releases from 
the Link vaults were The Loafers’ 
debut album for the band's sheer 
enthusiasm, and Arthur Kay's Rare N' 
Tasty LP. Another band Mark really 
rates are The Hotknives, and like a lot 
of others, he thinks it was cnminal that 
they didn't make it big time. 

Running a street label was always 
going to attract the knockers. One 
prick even counted all the Union Jacks 
that appeared on record covers and 
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thought he had discovered the Fourth 
Reich. It's hardly worth giving space to 
clowns like that because anyone who 
can see further than the end of their 
nose will know the racist smears were 
bullshit. 

Another accusation that surfaces 
every now and then concerns royalties. 
A few bands have complained that they 
were never paid for albums released 
on Link, something that both Mark and 
Lol deny outright. Nearly all the bands 
on Link got an advance which usually 
went towards recording costs. As with 
all labels that advance has to be 
recouped before further royalties are 
paid. And if a band's LP doesn't sell as 
well as might be hoped then they don't 
get any more royalties. Sad though it 
may be, some Link releases sold about 
as well as Sadam Hussein souvenir 
mugs shift in the markets of Kuwait. 

Eight years and countless classic 
releases later, Link, or Streetlink as it 
had become known, called it a day. 
There was no big argument between 
Lol and Mark, and Link certainly didn't 
go under. Both just thought that they 
had gone as far as they could with the 
label and wanted to try something 
new. 

Lol teamed up with Castle 
Communications to launch the Dojo 
label, which in many ways has carried 
on Where Streetlink left off. In fact, 
most of Link's best releases have been 
re-released on Dojo and now there is 
the backing to put out even more stuff. 

Mark, meanwhile, has been toying 
with the idea of going back to working 
as a male stripper, the first job he did 
when he left school. Billed as Millwall 


Mark, he was a regular at hen nights — 


and ladies only evenings all over 
Lewisham. "I used to love it and the 
pubs want me back, but we'll have to 
see. I haven't told the missus yet so 
don't print anything about it." 

At the moment he is up to his ears 
with the work he is doing for Dojo, 
Cherry Red, Receiver and other labels. 
It's mainly sleeve notes and consultancy 
work, but it keeps him out of trouble 
and keeps the ale flowing. He's also 
been doing some work for Record 
Collector so keep your eyes open ‘or 
articles and discographies on Sham, 
Chelsea, Sparrer, 999, No Future 
Records and others. He's also got 
some good ideas for books, but it's 
finding the time to do them that's the 
hard bit. 

Mark has also just launched a new 
record label called Captain Oi! and 
there are plans for a Captain Ska label 
too, but he'll only be doing one release 
a month and only 750 copies of each 
release. "I don't want to start another 
Link and end up with another 
warehouse and a couple of people 
working there. [ just want to keep it 
nice and simple." 

Best of all, he's thoroughly enjoying 
himself and still gets the same buzz 
out of his latest Last Resort release as 
he did when he first appeared on vinyl 
with The Gonads.. Yes, he was one of 
Bushell's boys. 

Another interesting fact about Mark 
Brennan is that he doesn't have an 
alarm clock to wake him up. but he has 
three that go off ten minutes betore 
opening time. Still, that's what life's 
all about. Getting vour priorities nght.

Oi! is a lot of things to a lot of people. It's 
having a laugh and having a say.

We've raved about Another Man's Poison 
before and That's What I Call is arguably the 
best track on this offering, although Zakarrak's 
Fin De Semana is right up there too. But lots of 
the bands turn in decent tracks, including an 
anti-politics offering from The Anti-Heros, the 
Sparrer-like West Side Boys, Boisterous, 
Incivili, Agent Bulldogg, Plastic Gangsters 
and so the list goes on. Last time out, The 
Herberts sounded like a third-rate Last Resort, 
but Action Man is much more promising stuff. 

From Czechoslovakia to the USA, From 
Chile to Sweden, this is the voice of the street 
and its just as angry (and in the case of 
Lokalmatadore, as drunk) as it was at the start 
of the Eighties. But this isn't probably the best 
album in the world because of the music or even 
the packaging.

In 1968, Trojan became one the the first record 
labels to release budget price compilation LPs, and in 
doing so , introduced the sounds of Jamaica to a far 
wider audience. Sales of the Tighten Up series 
regularly topped the 50,000 mark, but rather 


surprisingly only the fourth of the nine volumes found 
its way into the British charts. 

Trojan are now re-issuing these classic LPs on 
CD, with two volumes on each disc and a better 
introduction to reggae you won't find. 

Tighten Up Volume One features a dozen classic 


cuts from 1968, one of the most exciting years in JA 
musical history. Rock steady was giving way to 
reggae and some great sounds were coming out of 
the tiny Caribbean island. Pick of the tracks are Ange 
In The Moming by Joya Landis and David Isaacs’ 
Place In The Sun, both of which are covers of 
American soul standards, and cuts like Mix it Up by 
The Kingstonians and Derrick Morgan's Fat Man.

Over in Finland, Oi! The Film-maker, Jasa, has been knocking out 
a few videos lately, but his short career may be at an end. After a 
Mistreat gig in Turku, his mob weren't allowed in a pub because they 
were too drunk, so they smashed every window in the place and kicked 
a few glues (Finnish for hairies) into the bargain. All this was captured 
on video and is in the hands of the local police who eventually tumed 
up and nicked everyone. You can still order his last film though, Agent 
Bulldog - Live And Loud (£10 from Jasaé, Vaasankatu 20 AB 38, 
00500 Helsinki, Finland. The film was made with just the one camera, 
but is still surprisingly good and collectors of skinhead videos will love 
it as there are as many crowd shots as there are of the band. Agent 
Bulldog didn't rate the gig, but it's never easy when there's no stage and 
you're on the same level as the crowd. It looks like it will kick off at 
any minute to be honest and of course it does a couple of times. The 
Business' Real Enemy quietens things down for a while, and other 
covers by The 4 Skins, Rejects, Criminal Class and Combat 84 are well 
received, but they don't stop the odd punch-up. Ask nicely and Jasa will 
fill the rest of the tape with other skinhead bits plus his own "gore 
movies". 

Two other films worth mentioning. Brit Boys Attacked By Brats 
(Visionary - ordering details as above) follows GBH on their first two 
tours of the US. As well as the usual high quality live footage, there are 
also interviews with the band and fans - something street bands should 
do a lot more of. A classic bit comes when they ask some stupid bird 
what her favourite song is and she obviously doesn't even know what 
band are playing. A young punk of about 13 shouts out Big Women 
and she agrees, only to be told by the kid that the band don't really like 
fat women like her. 

Then there's the perfect introduction to the German Oi!/Punk scene, 
The New Oi! Punk Generation (35DM or the equivalent in pounds or 
US dollars cash from SOS Bote, Scheffold, Postfach 2211, 7990 
Friedrichshafen 1. Germany). Like the Agent Bulldogg video, this is all 
shot by the one video camera, but at least it allows you to see a massive 
three hours' worth of music from Springtoifel, The Shamrocks, Silly 
Encores, Vandelen and The Public Toys. There's also some footage of 
skinheads travelling to the gig and in the occasional crowd shot.
